Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  Na- 
tions, baptising  them  in  the  Name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghojl :  Teaching 
them  to  ohferve  all  things  whatfo- 
ever  I  have  commanded  you : 
And  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway, 
even  unto  the  End  of  the  World. 


P  O  N  the  Occafion  of  out  pre- 
(enc  affembling,  and  before  a 
Society  ere&ed  for  the  Propaga- 
tion of  the  Go/pel  inVoreign  farts, 
I  could  not  think  of  a  Subjed  more  pro- 
!;pcr  for  our  Medication,  than  the  Words 

A  2  which 
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which  I  have  chofen,  which  contain  the 
exprefs  Commiffion  of  our  blefled  Savi- 
our to  his  Apoftles,  and  by  them  to 
all  their  Succeflors  in  the  Miniftry  of 
the  Gofpel,  in  its  full  Extent.  Whereas 
in  a  former  Commifiion  he  had  com- 
marrded  them,  not  to  go  into  the  Way  of 
5,  *,  7.  the  Gentiles,  nor  to  enter  into  any  City  of 
the  Samaritans  3  hut  to  go  rather  to  the 
loft  Sheep  of  the  FJoufe  of  Ifrael,  decla- 
ring as  they  went,  That  the  J\ingdom  of 
HeaMen  was  at  Hand^  He  now  enlargeth 
their  Commifiion,  commanding  them 
for  the  future  to  go  and  teach  all  Nations. 
I  know  there  have  been  fome  that 
would  confine  this  Commifiion  to  the 
Apoftles,  and  accordingly  fuppofe  that 
the  Promife  which  here  follows,  of  our 
Lord's  being  with  them  always,  tVen  to  the 
End  of  the  World,  to  denote  no  more  than 
his  fpecial  Prefence  with  his  Apoftles, 
as  long  as  they  flhould  live,  and  be  en- 
gaged in  this  Work,  even  to  the  End 
of  that  prefent  Age  or  Generation.  But 
as  this  is  contrary  to  the  receiv'd  Inter- 
pretation of  the  Words,  as  they  have 

•    been 
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been  underftood  from  the  Beginning  5  fo 
there   is    no    plaufible   Pretence  for   fo 
narrow    and    confin'd   a  Senfs  of  thofe 
Words,  alway,  even  to  the  End  of  the  World* 
He  who  gave  this  Commiflion  to   his 
Apoftles,  whilft  he    was  with  them,  is 
the  fame  Petfon,    who,    when  he  afcend*  Eph.iv.8, 
e d  up  on  high,  gaVe  Gifts  unto  Men,  giVwg 
not  only  Apoflles  and  prophets  and  EVan- 
gelifls,  as  extraordinary   Officers   in  that 
Age  of  the  Churchy  but  alfo  appoint- 
ing Pa/Ion  and  Teachers  to  be  continued 
to  the  End   of  the  Word,   the  Reafon 
being  the  fame   in   every  Age,  for  the 
per  felling  of  the  Saints,  for  the  Work,  of  the 
Minifiry,   for  the  edifying  of  the  (Body   of 
Chrift,  'till  we  all  come  in  the  Unity/  of  the 
Faith  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of 
Gpd,  unto  a  perfeH  Man^  unto  the  bfeafurz 
of    the    Stature   of  the  Fulnefs  of  Chrift  3 
and    confequently  the  commiflion  given 
to  the   Apoftles  to  go,  and  to  preach   the 
Gofpel  to  all  nations,  and  the   promife   of 
our  Lord's  being  with  them  a^ay,  eVen  to 
the  end  of  the  world,  muft  be  extended  to 
all,  who  fhould    from    one    generation 

A  3  to 
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to  another,  be  call'd  to  the  Work  of  the 
Miniftry,  in  the  Church  of  Chrift, 

But  to  infift  no  longer  on  what  is 
fo  very  plain,  I  propofe,  in  my  farther 
difcourfing  on  this  Subjeft,  fuitably  to 
the  prefent  occafion,  the  following  me* 
thod. 

I.  To  confider  the  State  of  the  hea- 
then world,  when  this  commiffion  was 
given,  and  confequently  the  great  need 
there  was  of  fuch  a  commiffion. 

II.  To  fliew  how  admirably  the  publish- 
ing of  the  Gofpel  was  adapted  to  the 
mending  this  State,  and  that  equally  in 
all  Nations. 

III.  To  fliew  farther  what  great  Reafon 
there  was,  and  ftill  is,  for  the  execu* 
tion  of  the  fame  commiffion  ever  fince 
the  Apoftles  times. 

IV.  To  examine  what  encouragement 
there  is  for  fo  doing  at  this  time. 

V.  To  conclude  with  a  ferious  applica- 
tion of  this  doftrineto  ourfelves, 

Tq 
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To  confider  a  little  the  ftke  of  the   I. 
heathen    world,  when    this  cbmmi/fion 
was  given  by  our  Saviour,   and  confe- 
quently  the  great  ne£d  there  was  of  it. 

For  this  I  fhall  choole  to  cite  two 
paflages  only,  out  of  the  Epiftles  of  St. 
tpaul,  in  both  which  we  have  a  very  fad, 
but  at  the  fame  time,  a  very  juft  defcri- 
ption  of  the  ftate  of  the  heathen  world 
at  that  time.  One  is  in  the  Epiftle  to 
the  (Romans,  where  having  fpokefi  of  the 
"degeneracy  of  the  heathen  nations?  and 
at  the  fame  time  of  the  ihexcufablenefs 
"of  their  folly  and  guilt,  in  as  much  as 
when  they  Iqiew  God,  that  is,  when  God 
had  manifeftly  reveald  himfelf  to  them 
by  his  works  of  creatioft  and  providence, 
vyet  they  glorified  him  not  as  God,  neither^m\}c' 
were  thankful  5  but  became  Vain  in  their 
imaginations,  and  their  foolijh  heart  was 
darkened.  Vr  of  effing  themj  elves  to  be  wife, 
they  became  fools,  and  changed  the  glory  of  ^ 
the  uncorruptible  God  into  an  Image  made 
like  to  corruptible  man,  and  to  birds  and 
'four-footed  heafls,  and  creeping  things  5  change 
ingthe  truth  of  God  into  a  lie,  and  worflrip- 

A  4  ping 
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ping  and  ferYmg  the  creature  more  than  the 
Creator.  He  farther  fhews  in  the  fame 
difcourfe,  how  as  a  juft  judgment  for 
this  their  affe&ed  ignorance  and  fottifh 
idolatry,  forafmuch  as  they  held  the  truth 
in  unrighteoufnefs,  and  did  not  like  to  retain 
God  in  their  Jfyowledge,  for  this  Caufe 
God  gaVe  them  up  to  Vile  affeHions,  and  to 
a  reprobate  Mind,  to  commit  abfurd,  unna* 
tural  and  abominable  crimes,  being  filfd  with 
all  unrighteoufnefs,  fornication,  wickednefs7 
coVetoufnefs,  maliciou/neJst  with  a  farther 
black  catalogue  of  the  very  worftquali^ 
ties  and  practices,  to  the  end  of  that 
chapter. 

The  other  paflage  of  the  fame  Apo- 
file  is  in  his  Epiftle  to  the  Ephefeans, 
where  reminding  thofe  among  them  who 
were  converted  to  Chriftianity,  what  they 
had  been  before  their  Converfion,  he  thus 
Eph.  il.  fpeaks  5  Remember  that  ye  were  in  time  pa/} 
*\'  **'  Gentiles  $  that  at  that  time  ye  were  without 
Chrifi,  being  aliens  from  the  common-wealth 
of  JJrael,  and  firangers  from  the  covenants 
of  (Promife,  bating  no  hope,  anfr  without  God 
in  tin  World.    And  as   the  conference 
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of  this,  they  were  grievoufly  depraved  in 
their  manners,  they  were  (as  he  before 
expreffech  ir)  dead  in  trefpajfes  and  fimf  *&.*$& 
wherein  they  walked,  according  to  the  courfe 
of  this  world,  according  to  the  prince  of  the 
power  of  the  air,  the  fpirit  that  now  worketh 
in  the  children  of  difobedience,  among  whom 
they  had  their  conyer/ation,  in  the  lufls  of 
the  fie fl?,  fulfilling  the  de fires  ofthe  fl-fr,  and  of 
the  mind,  and  were  by  nature  the  children  of 
wrath.  Thefe  are  very  affe&ing  De- 
fcrjptions  of  a  ftate,  than  which  no** 
thing  can  be  conceiv'd  more  miferable. 
For  reafonable  creatures  form'd  after 
the  image  of  God,  to  become  in  fuch 
a  degree  degenerated  and  deformed,  as 
not  to  know,  not  to  acknowledge  the 
one  true  and  living  God  their  maker,  pay- 
ing their  adoration  to  creatures,  even 
thofe  that  were  much  inferior  to  them- 
felves,  and  to  images,  the  work  of  their 
own  hands  5  to  be  given  over  as  a  juft 
judgment  for  this  their  degeneracy,  to 
follow  their  own  corrupt  inclinations 
and  vile  affections  5  to  be  enfnar'd  and 
led  by  the  influence  of  evil  and  accurfed 

fpirics  - 
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fpirirs  3  to  be  under  the  difpleafure  of 
their  Creator  5  and  to  be  ignorant  of  the 
means  and  method  which  he  hath  ap- 
pointed for  the  recovering  them  to  hirrt- 
felf  3  to  kr^pw  nothing  of  the  covenants 
of  promife,  and  confequently  to  have  no 
folid  foundation  of  hope  f  in  a  word,  to 
be  even  as  t&ithout  God  in  the  world.  'Tis 
true,  God  bad  not  left  him/elf  without  witnefs

of  God  from  the  creation  of  the  worldy  were 

clearly  feen,   being   underflood  by  the  things 
that  are  made^  even  his  eternal  power  and 
Godhead,  Jo  that  they  were  without  exenfe : 
hecaufe  that  which  might  be  known  of  God 
was  manifejl  among  them  3  for  God  had  fliew~ 
ed  it  unto  them,  as  the  fame  Apoftle  fpeaks. 
The  conftant  works  of  Providence  like- 
wife,  {hould  have  put  them  in  mind  of 
Aa.  xiv.  God,  who  did  good  to   all  men,  giving 
47-        them  rain  from  heaVen,  and  fruitful  jeafons, 
and  filling  their  Hearts  with  food  and  glad" 
A&.xviinefs.     Nay,  he  was  not  far  from  any   of 
27,  *8'    them  3  for  in  him  they  lived,  and  moved,  and 
had  their  being,    and  were   his  offspring,  fo 
that  they  might  have  felt  after  him  and 

found 
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found  him,  if  they    had  not  been  grofly 
and  unaccountably  ftupid. 

God  had  indeed,  immediately  after 
the  fall  of  our  firft  parents,  intimated  to 
them  his  gracious  intentions,  by  the  pro- 
mife  made  of  the  woman  s  feed,  and  did 
in  the  pofterity  of  Seth  preferve  a  feed  of 
pious  and  righteous  men,in  the  midft  of  the 
reft  of  the  world,  which  was  degenerating 
apace.  And  afcer  the  flood,  which  had 
carried  off  the  wicked  race,  he  again  in 
the  pofterity  of  Shern,  preferv'd  to  him- 
felf  another  generation  of  men  from  the 
common  corruption,  down  to  Abraham  5 
and  of  his  feed  by  1/aac  he  chofe  a  whole 
nation,  which  by  peculiar  laws  given 
by  Mofes,  he  feparated  from  the  reft  of 
mankind,  that  there  might  be  always 
upon  earth  a  people,  that  flhould  wor- 
fliip  the  true  God,  and  continue  in  co- 
venant with  him,  till  the  coming  of 
the  Meffiah.  And  in  every  Age  there 
have  been,  by  the  fecret  difpeniation  of 
the  divine  providence,  fome  extraordi- 
nary perfons  raifed  up,  to  be  inftances 
and  examples  of  virtue,  and  to  inftrud: 

and 
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and  awaken   others.     And  in  every  na- 
tion,  where  any  fhall  have  been  found, 
Rom.  iL  who  truly  feardGod,  and  wrought  rigbteouf- 
ne/sy  he  who  is  no  refpeBer  of  perJons>  but 
will  judge  the    world  in  rigkteoufnejs,   ac- 
cording to  the  declarations  of  the  Go/pel,  will, 
according  to  St.   Peter  s  account,  accept 
of  them,  and  reward  them  according  to 
their  refpedtive  capacities  and  improve- 
ments.    But    generally    fpeaking,    this, 
that  I  have  been  defcnbingr    from    tke 
words  of  St.  Paul  in  the  pafiages  men- 
tion'd,  was  the  deplorable  ftate  of  the 
heathen  world,  when  our  Lord  gave  the 
commiflion  in  my  text,  which  is  a  certain 
proof  that  there  was  great   need  of  fuch 
a  commiflion  5  which    will  ftill   farther 
appear  from  what  I  propos'd  \r\  the  next 
place,  Irifc 
j?        To  fliew  how  admirably  the  publish- 
ing the  Gofpel  is  adapted  to  the  mend^ 
ing  this  ftate  of  things,  and  that  in  all  na- 
tionsy   one  as  well  as  the  other  5  which 
will  be  evident  from  the  two  confi derati- 
ons following: 


By 
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By  the  Gofpcl,  the  good  will  of  God    1. 
to  all  the  children  of  men,  without  ex- 
ception, is  fully  declar'd. 

God  had  indeed,  as  a  reward  of  the 
faith  and  piety  of  their  good  father  Abra- 
bam,  fhew'd  particular  favours  to  his 
pofterky,  refcuing  thereby  one  nation,  in 
the  midft  of  a  degenerate  world,  from 
the  idolatry  and  wickednefs  which  had 
overfpread  mankind  5  and  this  only  till 
the  feafon  came,  which  he  in  his  wifdom 
knew  to  be  moft  proper  for  the  Propa- 
gation of  true  religion  amongft  the  o- 
ther  nations.  This  the  Jews  fo  far  un- 
interpreted, as  to  imagine  that  God  had 
no  regard  to  the  reft  of  mankind,  and 
therefore,  like  the  elder  Son  in  the  Para- 
ble, they  were  much  offended  at  their 
father's  (hewing  kindnefs  to  the  younger 
brother,  who  had  been  riotous  and  ex- 
travagant, but  now  repented  and  return- 
ed to  his  Father  with  forrow  and  fhame. 
But  God's  Thoughts  were  not  as  theirs, 
and  therefore  in  the  ftdnefs  of  time  he 
clearly  teftified  by  the  coming  of  our 
Lord,  that  be  was  no  refpefler  of  perfons  5 

hut 
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but  that  in    every  nation   eVery  one  who 
[hould  fear  God  and  work^  rigbteoufnefs  jhould 
be  accepted  of  him,  as  certainly  as  any  of 
thofe  who  (hould  have  defcended  lineally 
from  Abraham.     For  what  could  pofli- 
bly  give  greater  afTurance  of  this  truth, 
than  to  behold  the  Son  of  God  cloathed 
in  humane  nature,  and  declaring  openly, 
Johnin.  that  God  Jo  loVdthe  world,  that  he  gay e  his 
1  *  I?'    only  begotten  Son,  that  whofoeVer  believd  in 
him  might  not  perifb,  but  have  eVerlafting  life  $ 
and  again,  that  God  Jent  not  his  Son  into 
the  world  to  condemn  the  World  5  (as  might 
have  been  juftly  fear'd)  but  that  the  world 
through  him  might  be  Javd?     And  accor- 
dingly we  find  him  calling,  not  only  the 
Jews  to  believe  in  him,  but  encouraging 
perfons  of  other  nations,  fuch  as  the  Jews 
defpifed,  and  from  whom  they  kept  at 
a  diftance,  by  giving  inftru&ion  to  them, 
and  doing   kind  offices    for  them  5    in- 
.  viting  without  exception,  all  that  laboured 
a8,2  9,3o'.d»d  were  hea\>y  laden  with  the  burden  of 
their  fins,  and  the  confequences  of  them, 
to  come   to  him,  and  to  learn   of  him,  who 
was  meek,  and   lowly  in   Heart  5    and    'to 

ta<e 
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take  upon  them  his  eafy  and  light  Yok$,  that 
they  might  find  reft  to  their  Souls.  After 
all  which  he  commiflioned  his  Apofties 
to  go  and  teach  all  nations,  &c.  which  ac- 
cordingly they  did  with  great  fuccefs, 
from  the  force  of  his  promife  to  he  with  s 

them  5  receiving  into  his  Church  by  bap- 
tifm,  all   fuch   as  believ'd  in  him  upon 
their  preaching  without  diftindion,  They 
accordingly  declar'd,  that  God  would  haVei  Tim; 
all  men  to  he  faVed,  and  to  come  to  the  kriow~ 1L  4)  &Ck- 
ledge  of  the  truth  5  and  forafmuch  as  fin- 
ners  were   at  a  great   lofs  to  know  by 
what  means  they  might  be  reftored  to 
the  favour  of  God,  St.  <Patil  adds,  that  as 
there  is    one  God,  fo  there  is  one  Media- 
tor between  God  and  man,  the  man  Chri/i 
Jefus,  who  gaVe  himfelf  a  ranfome  for  all, 
to  be  tejlified  in  due  time,  ivhereunto,  fays 
he,  lam  ordained  a  Treacher  and  an  Jpoftle, 
1  fpeak^  the  truth  in  thrift,  and  lie  not,  a 
teacher  of  the  Gentiles  in  faith  and  Verity. 
And  yet  farther,  whereas  men  could  not 
but  be  fenfible  of  their  own  great  weak- 
nefs  and  inability  of  themfelves  to  com- 
ply  even  with  the  gracious  terms  of  the 

Golpel^, 
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«■ 


Gofpel,  the  affiftance  of  the  divine  Spi- 
rit is  thereby  promi(ed  to  them  upon 
their  entering  into  the  Church  by  Bap- 
Afts  «•  tifm,  not  only  to  the  Jews  and  to  their 
children  $  but  to  all  that  were  afar  off,  eVen 
as  many  as  the  Lord  their  God  /liould  call. 
We  are  to  confider  farther,  that  al- 
tho'  Our  Lord  came  not  into  the  world, 
and  did  not  offer  himfelf  up  as  a  facri- 
fice  for  fin,  till  the  later  ages  of  it  3  yen 
that  he  was  the  perfon  defign'd  from  the 
beginning,  promis'd  to  our  fiift  parents 
immediately  after  their  fall,  as  well  as 
afterwards  to  Abraham  and  his  feed  by 
Ijaac,  the  perfon  of  whom  Mo/es  and  the 
Prophets  all  along  fpake,  and  whofe 
coming  they  foretold  5  and  finally  that 
what  he  did  and  fuflfered  was  regarded 
by  God  for  the  benefit  of  mankind,  from 
the  very  beginning,  fo  that  all  truly  pious 
and  vinuous  men,  no:  only  the  lineal 
dependents  of  Abraham,  but  all  the  good 
Patriarchs,  down  from  Adam  to  Abraham, 
and  from  Abraham  to  Mo/es,  and  again 
down  from  Mojes,  to  the  time  of  our 
Lord's  appearing  in  the  flcfh,   all  that 

truly 
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truly  feard  God,  and  wrought  righteoufne/s, 
were  accepted  of  God  through  the  me- 
diation of  this  Redeemer,  as  furely  as 
thofe  who  have  actually  believ'd  in  him 
fince  his  appearing.  To  all  which  we 
may  ftill  farther  add,  that  according  to 
the  declarations  of  the  fame  Gofpel,  the 
perfon  by  whom  God  thus  manifefted 
his  good  will  to  men,  was  no  other  than 
the  word  madeflejh,  the  fame  who  was  in  thejohn 
beginning  with  God,  who  was  himfelf  God, 
by  whom  all  things  in  heaVen  and  in  earthy 
even  men  themlelves,  were  made  3  and  con- 
fequently,  as  his  becoming  man  was  an 
infallible  teftimony  of  the  divine  good- 
will to  men,  fo  he  could  not  wane  fuffici- 
ent  ability  to  perform  all  that  he  had  un- 
dertaken for  the  recovery  of  men  to 
God,  namely  the  being  a  powerful  Me- 
diator and  Interceflor  on  their  behalf. 
The  publishing  of  this  do&rine  muft 
therefore  neceffarily  have  been  a  pro- 
per means  of  converting  the  Gentiles  to 
God.  and  bringing  thejm   to  repentance

and  obedience  3  elpedally  if  we  confider 
J  in  the  fecond  place, 

,        B  That 
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2.  That  the  precepts  of  the  Gofpel  are 
fuch  as  are  plainly  fitted  for  the  ufc 
of  all  mankind,  of  what  kindred  or  na- 
tion foever. 

The  law  of  Mofes}  as  given  to  the  Jews, 
had,  befides  the  great  moral  Precepts  con- 
tain'd  in  the  two  tables,  abundance  of  ri- 
tual and  ceremonial  ordinances,  peculi- 
arly faired  to  the  genius  of  that  people, 
•  and  indeed  fuch  as  were  defign'd,  by 
employing  them  in  external  rites  and 
ceremonies  of  cheir  own,  to  preferve  them 
from  complying  with  thole  of  their  ido- 
latrous neighbours,  and  thereby  to  di- 
ftinguifh  and  feparate  them  from  the  reft 
of  the  world,  and  to  prevent  the  conta- 
gion of  their  idolatrous  and  vicious  man- 
ners. But  our  bleifed  Saviour,  who  came 
to  reveal  the  whole  will  of  God  to  man- 
kind, and  to  ule  the  laft  and  bed  means 
for  the  recovery  of  a  degenerate  world 
from  its  fallen  eftate,  gave  no  other  laws, 
but  fuch  as  were  admirably  fuited  to  the 
frame  and  defign  of  humane  nature. 
The  fumm  of  his  preceprs  is  contained 
in  thofe  two  great  Commandments,  which 

are 
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are  alfo  the  fumm  of  the  law  and  the  Pro-  ^^^ 
fhets,   namely,   the  loving   God  above  all^  39, 40. 
and  the  loving  our  neighbour  as   our  [elves. 
The  great  defign  of  his  religion  is  to  teach 
ns,     That   denying  nngodlinejs   and  worldly 
lufts,  we  fhouid  live  foberly,  righteoufly,  and 
godly  in  this  prejent  world  5  thac  we  fhould 
reverence  and  obey  our  maker  5  be  kind- 
ly   affe£ted  one   towards  another  5   that 
we  fliould  keep  our  bodies  in  fubje&ioa 
to  our  fpirks,  and    improve  our   {pints 
to  as  great   a  refemblance  of  almighty 
God,  in  purity  and  Charity,  as  they  are 
capable   of.      And   what    is    (uperadded 
in  Chriftianity  beyond  thefe  moral  Pre- 
cepts, in  order   to  our   acceptance    with 
God,  and  our  attaining  to  the  truly  chri- 
stian temper  and  practice,  is  only  to  ap- 
proach to  the  great  Father  of  ail,  fn  the 
name,  and  through  the  mediation  of  his 
only  begotten  Son  in  our  nature  5    and 
to   make  ufe   of  the  feveral   institutions 
of  our  Lord,  in   order  to  the  deriving 
from  him  that  divine  Spirit,  which  is  ab- 
1  y  neceilary    to  the  renewing  our 

.  and  the  conducting  our  lives  5  par* 
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ticularly,  thofe  two  plain  and  eafy  exter- 
nal  rites   .of  ,bapt'tfrn   with   water,    in    the 
Name  of  the  Father,  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
holy  Ghofiy  according    to  the.  Precept  of 
my  Text,  at  our  admifiion  into  the  vi- 
fible  body  of  Ghrift  5  and  partaking  of 
the  Lords-Supper,    in    folemn     remem- 
brance of  his  precious  body  and  blood, 
broken  and  poured  out  upon  the  Crofs, 
as  a  facrifice  for  us.     Thele  are  the  pre- 
cepts of  our  Saviour's  Gofpel,in  all  which 
there  is  nothing  but  what  is  perfectly  a- 
greeable  to  the  apprehenfion  and  reafon 
oi  mankind,  what  is  truly  perfective  of 
our  nature,  what   tends  direCtly  to  our 
prefent  Satisfaction,  and  our  eternal  wel- 
fare, and  what  all  men,  as  foon  as  they 
are  duly   inftrudred   in  the    doctrine  of 
the  Gofpel,    may   by    the    affiftance  of 
the  divine  Spirit,  which  is  there  alfo  free- 
ly offer'd  and  promisd  to   them,  eafily 
and  chearfuliy  perform,  and  what,  if  they 
are  well-difpos'd  in  their  minds  towards 
God?  they  will  not  fail  readily  to  com- 
ply with. 

And.  ! 
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And  this  is  another  plain  evidence,  that 
:he  publiflbing  the  Gofpel  of  our  Savi- 
3ur  was  admirably  fitted  for  the  Bene- 
fit of  all  nations,  one  as  well  as  the  other. 

I  proceed,  according  to  my  propofed     III. 
method,  to  (hew  what  great  reafon  there 
was,  and  ftill  is,  down  from  the  time  of 
he  Apoftles,  to  execute  the  fame  com- 
rhiffion. 

That  this  commiffion  was  given,  noc 
©nly  to  the  Apoftles,  but  to  all  thofe 
alfo,  who  flbould  fucceed  them  in  the 
miniftry  of  the  Gofpel,  to  the  end  of  the 
World,  I  took  notice  at  the  beginning  5 
and  the  reafons  have  been,  and  ftill  are, 
and  always  will  be  the  fame  to  the  laft. 
The  condition  of  the  reft  of  the  nations, 
to  whom  the  Gofpel  hath  not  been,  and 
is  not  yet  publifh'd,  has  been,  and  is 
the  very  fame  deplorable  condition,  that 
it  was  in  the  Apoftles  days.  They  know 
not  their  Maker  3  they  are,  as  it  were, 
without  God  in  the  World  $  they  are  unin- 
ftru&ed  in  the  only  method  which  God 
hath  appointed  of  approaching  to  him, 
by  a  Mediator  3   they  are  infenfible   of 
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the  great  Concernments  of  their  immor- 
tal Souls,  and  very  uncertain,  at  the  beft, 
in  their  apprehenfions  of  a  future  life  $  they 
are  abandon'd  to  their  lufts  and  paffions  ^ 
and  under  the  dominion  of  Satan.     The 
dodlrine  of  the  Gofpei  hath  always  been, 
and  ftill  is  equally  adapted  to  the  mend- 
ing this  their  miferable  eftate,  as  it  was 
at  the    firft   publishing  it.     The  good 
will  of  God    toward  the  whole   race  of 
mankind  is  declard  by  the  fame  Gofpei 
equally  as  then  *  and  the  Precepts  of  Chri-* 
Itianky  areas  much  accommodated  both 
to  their  reafon  and  intereft,  as  chey  were 
formerly:   So  that  the   reafons  for  pro- 
ceeding  in   the    execution  of  this  com- 
rniffion  always  have  been,    and  ftill  are 
the  fame  as  at  the  firft.     And  it  is  in- 
deed a  great  reproach  to  the  Christians, 
both  of  the  later  ages  and  of  the  prefent, 
that  they  have  not  had,  nor  yet  have  the 
lame  concern  and  zeal   for  propagating 
their  holy  religion  which  appear  a  plain- 
ly in  the   Apoftles  and  primitive   Chri- 
ftians,  and  thole  who  fucceeded  them  for 
fome  ages.     The  truth  of  the  matter  is, 

The 
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The   regard    of  Chriftians  to  their  reli- 
gion is   notorioufly    abated    fince   thofe 
imes.     They  were  at  firft  in  a  low  and 
perfecuted  ftate,  and  entertaind  a  mean 
opinion  of  this  world,  and  all  its  enjoy- 
ments,   and    confequendy    their   minds 
were  turn'd  chiefly  towards  the  concern- 
ments of  Religion,  both  that  they  might 
pra&ife  it  themlelves,  and  propagate   it 
amongft  others.     But  when  the  Church 
began  to  arrive  at  a  peaceable  and  flou- 
rifhing  Efhte,  the    love  of  this  prefent 
world,  as  through  the  corruption  of  hu- 
mane nature  it    is  apt  to  do,  eat   out 
the  love  of  Religion,  whereby  the  Pro- 
feffors  of  Chriftianity  firft  became  care- 
lefs  of  their  own  fpiritual  concernments, 
and  no  wonder  then,  if  they  grew  in* 
different    about  the  fpiritual  welfare   of 
others.     A  worldly,  ambitious,  and  con- 
tentious   fpirit   prevail^,  whereby  there 
was  a  Stop  put  to  the  Progrefs  of  the 
Gofpel  3  and    where  it  continued  to  be 
profeis'd,  by  the  Encouragement  oc  (e* 
cular  powers,  the  fpirit  and  life  of  Chri- 
ftianity being  once  loft,  it  had  no  more 
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force  and  power  in  it,  to  increafe  the 
number  of  its  profelytes.  To  which  , 
we  may  add,  that  fince  the  great  increafe 
of  antichriftian  Power  in  the  Church,  the 
dodlrine  and  the  worflhip  of  the  Gofpel . 
have  been  fo  grievoufly  corrupted,  and 
the  Profeflors  of  Chriftianity  fo  mifera- 
bly  divided,  that  it  cannot  be  expelled, 
till  the  ftate  of  the  chriftian  Church  be 
much  amended,  that  the  Gofpel  fhould 
make  its  wav  in  the  world,  as  it  did 
in  thofe  Days,  whilfl  it  was  publifii'd 
in  its  Apoftolical  purity  and  fimplicity, 
and  whilft  the  publifhers  of  it  were  of 
me  heart,  and  one  foul,  of  one  falthy  and 
of  one  communion. 

But  here  it  may  be  farther  faid,  There 
was  in  the  Apoftles  days,  and  for  fome 
time  after,  great  encouragement  to  fuch 
a  defign  as  this,  of  preaching  to  the 
unbelieving  world.  They  had  the  pow-r 
er  of  (peaking  diverfe  tongues,  and  of 
doing  other  miraculous  works,  whereby 
they  carried  their  teftimony  along  with 
rhem,  and  had  a  capacity  of  converfing 
with  people  of  different  languages.    But 

what 
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what  encouragement  have  we  now  to 
attempt  the  fame  thing,  when  we  want 
the  fame  advantages  ?  This  I  propofed 
to  (hew  under  the  next  particular  I 
mention'd,  vi%. 

What  encouragement  we  have,  even    IV* 
in  thefe  Days,  to  this  purpofe. 

And  here  it  muft  be  own'd,  that  the 
miraculous  powers,  by  which  the  Apo- 
ftles  were  enabled  to   give  teftimony  to 
their  miffion,  are  ceafed,  and  the  preach- 
ers  of  the  Gofpel  can  no   more  fpeak 
to  foreign  nations  in  their  own  languages. 
But  thtn,  as  thefe   extraordinary  powers 
were  then  neceflary  to  the  publishing  and 
confirming  the  do&rine  of  Chriftianity, 
till  it  was  fpread  abroad  in  the  World, 
and   profefsd    by    whole    nations,    and 
encouraged  by  Princes  3   fo  by  that  time 
ic  might  have  been   reafonably  hoped, 
that  it  would  have  fpread  it  felf  farther 
and  farther,  even  to  the  utmoft  ends  of 
the   Earth,  without   fuch   extraordinary 
affiilance  j  and   there    are    ftill  the  lame 
grounds    of    encouragement,    as    there 
were   when   miracles   firft  ceas'd   in  the 
Church.     Jor^  Firjl,

i.  F*r ft j   What    I    have  juft  now  been 

infifting  on,  is  very  evident,  That  the 
Gofpel  is  in  its  own  nature,  fo  well  a- 
dapted  to  relieve  the  miferable  condition 
of  mankind,  that  it  feems  to  want  no- 
thing, but  to  be  fairly  fhewn  and  reprefent- 
ed  to  the  world,  to  make  it  receivd  every 
( where.  Were  but  pure  Chriftianity  pub* 
lifhed  in  any  part  of  the  world,  difen- 
tangled  from  all  unneceflary  and  unpro- 
fitable controverfies  and  difputes,  and  did 
at  the  fame  time,  the  publifhers  and  the 
profeflbrs  of  it  (hew  forth  its  excellency 
in  their  tempers  and  their  lives,  it  would 
certainly  appear  fo  beautiful  and  lovely, 
as  to  excite  the  admiration  of  all  its 
hearers  and  obfervers,  and  move  them 
with  all  rcadinefs  and  thankfulnefs  to 
embrace  a  Religion,  which  taught  fuch 
doctrines,  and  which  produced  fuch 
effects. 

But  here  alas!  as  I  before  obfervd, 
began  the  flop  of  its  progrefs  in  the 
world  5  when  a  fpirit  of  ambition,  world- 
ly-mindednefs  and  contention  prevailed 
in  the  Church  5   when  Chriftians  ceafed 

to 
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to  be  one  hodyy  and  became  divided  into 
fcd:s  and  parties,  each  of  them  cenfuring, 
reviling,  and  condemning  one  another  3 
when  their  tempers  and  pradtices  were 
no  better  than  thofe  of  the  pagans  them- 
felves  5  it  was  then  very  unlikely  that 
it  fhould  recommend  it  felf  to  unbe- 
lievers. But  could  thofe  who  now  pro* 
fefs  and  publifii  this  Religion,  be  yet 
prevail'd  upon  to  return  to  the  temper 
and  pradbce  of  the  Apoftles  and  pri- 
mitive Chriftians,  the  preaching  the 
Gofpei  now,  would  naturally  produce 
the  fame  effedts  it  had  then.  Their 
Light  would  jo  Jbine  amongjl  Meny  that 
thofe  who  fiiould  hear  their  dodirine, 
and  fee  thir  good  works^  would  be  power- 
fully moved  to  glorifie  God,  by  enter- 
taining a  Religion  fo  -worthy  of  him  $ 
and  the  greai  Author  of  it  would  not 
fail  to  add  his  RlefFing  to  fuch  endea- 
vours.    For, 

Secondly,  We   have  in   my  Text,  our    lm 
bidled  Saviour's  exprefs  promife  to  that 
purpofe,  Lo,  /  am   with  you   alwayy    e\nn 
tQ  the  end  of  the  world  $  with  you}  that  is, 

and 
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and  with  all  others  that  fliall  be 
faithfully  employ 'd  in  the  fame  good 
work. 

If  we  are  thoroughly  convinced  that 
the  Chriftian  Religion  is  of  God,  we 
can  make  no  queftion,  but  that  he  will 
gracioufty  afiift  and  fucceed  all  thofe 
who  fincerely  labour  in  the  publishing  it. 
But  we  have  moreover  this  dife<5t  pro- 
mife  made  by  the  Son  of  God  himfelf  $ 
of  the  performance  of  which  we  can 
have  na  reafon  to  doubt,  when  we  con- 
sider that  he  came  down  from  heaven, 
on  purpofe  to  eftablifli  this  Religion 
in  the  world  5  and  that  before  his  De- 
parture he  affured  his  Apoftles,  that  tho' 
he  fhould  not  continue  with  his  Church 
by  his  bodily  prefence,  yet  he  would 
|ohn  xiv.jwd  another  Comforter ;  or  Advocate,  who 
JhouU  abide  with  them  for  eVer,  eVen  the 
Spirit  of  truth,  whom  the  world  could  not  re- 
ceive, hecaufe  it  feeth  him  not,  neither  knows 
him  5  hut  they  Iqiew  him  3  for  he  dwelt 
with  them,  and  foould  be  in  them.  The 
promife  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  (^as  I  took 
notice  before^  not  indeed  in  its  extra- 
ordinary 
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ordinary  and  miraculous  gifts,  but  for 
the  guidance  and  affiftance  of  all  the 
genuine  members  of  Chrift's  body,  and 
particularly  of  thofe,  who  were  to  mi- 
nifter  therein,  was  plainly  made  to  all 
future  ages,  as  well  as  to  that  of  the 
Apoftles,  even  to  all  who  fhould,  ac- 
cording to  our  Lords  appointment,  be 
receivd  by  Bapcifm  into  that  Body  of 
which  he  is  the  Head.      But  yet  farther, 

Thirdly,  There  are  moreover  through-  j'J 
out  the  facred  writings,  diverfe  intima- 
tions, that  the  Religion  of  our  bleffed 
Saviour  fihall  be  yet  propagated  in  the 
world,  more  abundantly  than  it  hath 
been  hitherto.  The  various  predictions 
in  the  old  Teftament,  relating  to  the 
profperity  and  enlargement  of  the  Church, 
are  exprefs'd  in  fuch  lofty  terms,  as  can- 
not eafiiy  be  interpreted  of  what  has 
hitherto  come  to  pals,  without  expecting 
much  more.  Old  Simeon,  when  he  took 
our  Lord  into  his  arms,  declared  him 
to  be  a  Light  which  frould  lighten  the^z. 
Gentiles,  and  the  Glory  of  his  people  ifrael. 
He    was    indeed    the  Glory   of  Ifrael,  as 
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being  according  to  the  flcfii  of  that  race  3 
but  by  reafon  of  their  general   unbelief, 
Rom.ix.  j^  became  to  them,  a  ftumbling  ftone,  and 
a  rock  of  offence  3  and   they  have,  by  the 
righteous  judgment  of  God,  fallen  un- 
der difgrace  and  reproach  ever  fince  his 
appearing.     And   although  many  of  the 
Gentiles    have   been   enlightened  by    him, 
yet   vaft  regions  ftiil  fit  in  darknefs,  and 
the  fhadow   of  death.     But  St.  Taul  hath 
given  us  ground  of  hope,  that  there  will 
yet    be  a  new  call   and   converfion   of 
fcottuxi.  lfrael,     when    our    Lord    fhall   become 
*5,2<J*    their  Glory,  in  the  full  Senfe   of  Simeons 
prediction  $  and  that  this  (hall   be  intro- 
duced by    the  coming  in   of  the  fulnejs  of 
the  Gentiles.    But  again,  we  may  ftill  add, 
as  a  farther  encouragement, 
a         That  there  hath   of  lace   Years    ap- 
pear'd    the  beginning   of  a   good   fpirit 
arifing  up  amongft  Chriftians,  inclining 
them  to  do  their  part  towards  the  ac- 
compliflhment  of  thefe  predictions,  and 
thereby  giving  us  hopes  that  the  time 
is  drawing  near, 

it 
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Ic  is  well  known,  that  the  Church  of 
%ome  has  for  a  long  time  gloried  in 
its  fending  abroad  miffionaries  to  make 
profelytes  to  Chriftianity ;  but  the  great 
injury  that  Church  has  done  to  this  ho- 
ly Religion,  by  the  grofs  errors  and  cor- 
ruptions it  has  introduced,  and  confe- 
cjuently  the  mifreprefentation  its  miffi- 
onaries  muft  neceflarily  have  made  of 
it  to  che  heathen  world  •  befides  the  way 
and  manner  in  which  many  of  them 
have  endeavour'd  to  make  profelytes,  by 
mixing  their  own  Superftitions,  with  thofe 
of  the  Pagans  5  and  moreover  the  cru- 
elties that  have  been  exercifed  towards 
many  of  thole  poor  innocent  People, 
by  thofe  that  calfd  themfelves  Chrifti- 
ans5  and  pretended  to  compel  them  to 
entertain  the  fame  profeffion*  all  thefe 
things  have  tended  to  bring  a  reproach 
upon  Chnitianity,  and  ro  render  the 
Heathen  averfe  from  it.  That  therefore 
which  I  am  mentioning  under  this 
head  is,  that  fome  generous  attempts 
have  been  lately  made  by  the  reformed 

Churches, 
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Churches,  which  we  hope,  by  the  di- 
vine bleffing,  may  have  better  (acock. 

That  which  fome  years  ago  began 
in  this  Kingdom  by  fome  private  per- 
sons, has  been  iince  encouraged  by  the 
Government,  and  a  Corporation  eftablifh- 
ed  by  that  (prince,  to  whom,  under  God, 
ue  owe  the  fubfifting  of  the  Trote/iarit 
Religion  among  us,  together  with  our 
Laws  and  Liberties.  This  pious  eftablifti- 
ment  was  greatly  encouraged  and  affift- 
ed  by  our  late  gracious  Queen,  and  con* 
tinues  to  be  fo,  under  our  prefent  ex- 
cellent Sovereign,  a  Prince,  who  feems 
rais'd  up  by  Providence,  for  the  carry- 
ing on,  and  finifliing  thofe  many  glori- 
ous works,  begun  by  our  late  Deliverer. 
By  this  Corporation  thus  eftablifli'd  by 
royal  Authority^  many  of  the  mod  con* 
fiderable  perfons  of  all  ranks  and 
orders  amongfl:  us,  are  engaged  in  this 
work. 

And  not  only  in  our  own  nation, 
but  in  other  Protectant  Councreys  alfo, 
hach  the   fame  Spirit  appear'd.     A  few 

Miffionarics 
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Miffionaries  from  Denmark  have  with  lefs 
affiftance  and  encouragement  than  wc 
have  here  had,  made  a  glorious  attempt  in 
the  E4Jt-Indiesy  and  have  been  blefs'd  with 
fuccefs  beyond  expectation,  amongft  the 
heathen  in  thofe  parts. 

I  take  notice  of  thefe  things,  to  put  us  iti 
mind,  that  altho'  all  good  Cnriftians  fadly 
lament  the  numbers  of  thofe  in  this  age, 
who  are  not  afham'd  openly  co  avow  their 
infidelity  and  apoftacy  from  the  Religion 
into  which  they  were  baptizd,  yet  on  the 
other  hand  there  are,  thanks  be  to  God,  no 
inconfiderable  numbers  of  perfonjs,  who 
have  combip'd  together  openly  to  flop  this 
current  of  impiety,  ufiag  their  beft  endea- 
vours to  promote  chrijlian  knowledge  and  pra<- 
fflce,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  So  that 
there  is  at  prefent  an  open,  declar'd  war 
carrying  on  between  our  blefled  Saviour 
and  the  Devil,  in  which,  thofe  who  are  fin- 
cerely  engaged  in  fighting  jinder  911? 
Lord's  banner,  if  they  do  but  perfevere, 
need  not  doubt  of  affiftance  from  Heaven  $ 
even  fromhim,  who,  when  he  fent  his  Apo- 
ftles  on  this  errand,  declar'd,  That  allpowt 
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er  was  given  unto  him  in  HeaVen  and  Earthy 
and  promifed  to  he  alway  with  them. 

I  might  have  farther  reminded  you,  that 
fome  years  fince,  fome  of  the  chief  of  the 
Clans,  of  thofe,  with  whom  we  have  to  do 
in  Americay  came  amongft  us,  to  invite  and 
encourage  us  to  affift  them  in  this  work  $ 
in  which,  altho' the  Society  has  not  yet  been 
able  to  make  thatprogrefs  which  it  defir'd, 
in  converting  the  Heathen,  yet  it  has  not 
fail'd  to  make  a  good  attempt  towards  it, 
and  'tis  to  be  hop  d,  not  without  fome 
good  fuccefs.  And  it  is  an  encouragement 
to  hope,  that  there  is  fome  good  inclina- 
tion in  thofe  poor  natives  to  embrace  the 
AftsxvL  Gofpel,  when,  like  the  man  of  Macedonia, 
9-  who  appear'd  to  St.  <JW,  they  fay  to  us, 
Come  over  and  help  us.  But  I  muft  draw  to 
a  Conclufion,  proceeding  to  what  I  pro- 
posed in  the  laft  place,  Vi^. 
V-  To  apply  what  I  have  offer  d  on  this 
argument,  to  the  particular  occafion  of  our 
prcfent  aflembling.  Andthejuft  Inference 
irom  the  whole  is  this :  If  the  ftate  of  the 
heathen  world  be  really  fo  miferable,  as  I 
have  reprefented  it  5  if  die  publishing  the 
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Gofpel  be  a  remedy  fo  well  adapted  ^  if  the 
reafons  and  encouragements  for  propaga- 
ting our  holy  Religion,,  be  fuch  as  I  have 
endeavour'd  to  fhew  them  to  be  3  it  then 
certainly  becomes  all  thofe  who  are  ca- 
pable of  it,  to  put  to  their  helping  hands  to 
fo  good  a  work.     And  we  of  this  Ifland, 
arc  under  very  peculiar  obligations  fo  to 
do.     Whatsoever  the  motives  were  which 
firfl  led  us  to  feek  out  foreign  Countries, 
it  cannot  be  doubted,  but  that  the  end  of 
Providence  in  giving  us  fuccefs  in  the  at- 
tempt, and  bringing  us  acquainted  with  (o 
jnany  nations  at  fo  great  a  diftance  from 
us,  by  the  help  of  navigation,  was  not 
meerly,  that  we  might  receive  advantages 
from  them  in  our  fecular  concernments, 
but  that  we  might  alio  be  ufefui  to  then* 
in  concernments  of  much  greater  moment, 
.namely,  thofe  which  relate  to  their  fpiritur 
.al  and  eternal  well*being?     If  God  hath 
teftified  his  regard  to  all  mankind  in  fo  e- 
minent  a  manner  by  the  Gofpel  of  our  Sav 
viour5  if  we  do  efteem  this  Difcovery,  as 
we  profefs  to  do,  as  an  ine^imable  blef- 
fing  to  our  felves,  and  have  a:  the  fame 
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time  any  real  concern  for  the  welfare  of 
our  fellow-creatures  $  we  cannot  but  rec- 
kon our  felves  under  the  ftrongeft  obliga- 
tions to  impart  to  them  thofe  fpiritual  blef- 
fings  which  God  hath  fo  gracioufly  bellow- 
ed upon  us.  They  are  certainly  talents, 
with  which  our  Lord  has  entrufted  us,  in 
order  to  our  improving  them,  and  for 
which  he  will  call  us  to  a  ftridt  account.  Be- 
sides the  obligation  which  we  lie  under  to 
thefe  poor  ignorant  people  themfelves, 
from  the  great  advantages  we  receive  by 
our  commerce  with  them,  to  whom  we 
can  make  no  recompence  comparable  to 
this. 

And  the  way  of  doing  this  muft  be,  firft 
to  take  the  beft  care  we  can,  to  make  thofe 
of  our  own  people,  who  dwell  amongft 
them,  genuineChriftians,  that  they  may,by 
their  tampers  and  lives,  make  a  fair  repre- 
fentation  of  Chriftianity  to  the  Pagans  a- 
mongft  whom  they  live.  And  if  once  they 
become  Chriftians  indeed,  they  will  not 
fail  to  demonftrate  that  they  are  fo,  by  do- 
ing what  is  evidently  in  their  power,  I 
niean  having  thofe,  whom  they  employ 
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as  fervants,  the  poor  Negroes  from  Africa, 
inftru&ed  and  educated  in  the  Religion  of 
our  Saviour.  This,  from  the  Power  they 
have  over  them,  (which  would  not  be  al- 
tered by  their  becoming  Chriftians,  pro- 
vided they  ufe  that  power  as  becomes  chri- 
stian matters,  with  the  moderation  they 
ought  to  exercife  towards  their  fervants, 
treating  them  with  humanity,  and  at  the 
fame  time,  inftru&ing  them  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  Chriftianity)  they  would  have  a 
mighty  advantage  of  doing  with  effect, 
and  fuch  as  by  the  blefllng  of  God  could 
hot  fail  of  fuccefs  5  hereby  making  them  in 
the  firft  place,  fervants  to  our  great  Lord 
and  Matter  in  heaven,  and  much  better 
fervants  to  their  earthly  matters  at  the  fame 
time. 

And  if  thefe  two  things  could  be  firft 
eflfe&ed,  the  next  which  would  naturally 
follow,  would  be  the  propagation  of  the 
fame  holy  Religion  amdngft  the  rlatives 
of  the  Countrey,  who,  in  thofe  weftern 
parts,  where  we  are  chiefly  concern  d  in 
fending  and  planting  Colonies,  have  been 
always  reprefemed  as  a  plain,  honeft,  and 
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tra 3:able  people,  where  they  have  not  been 
abufed  and  difcou  raged  by  the  evil  treatment, 
or  wicked  lives  of  thofe  who  have  calPd  them- 
felves  Chriftians,'  but  were  not  fa.     Thefe  are 
the  things  defigh'd  and  purfued  by  this  Soci- 
ety, by  fending  over  Minifr.er$,  and  Catechifts, 
and  Schoolmafters,  by  furnifhing  them  with 
Bibles    and    Prayer-books,    and    other    plain 
Tracts  proper  for  their  inftrufbion  and  edifica- 
tion.  Of  what  progrds  has  been  made  therein, 
an  account  is  given  in  the  papers  annex'd  to  the 
Sermons  which  are  yearly   publifh'd  on  this 
occafion,  whereby  it  will  be  found,  that  not- 
withftanding  the  anniverfary  contributions  of 
■themembers  oi  the  Society,  and  the  many  cafu- 
al  benefactions,  which  have  not  been  inconfide- 
rable,  the  neceffary  expences  of  the  Society  have 
been,  and  are  much  larger  than  their  certain  in- 
come, fo  that  ftill  this  good  work  labours  under 
very  great  difficulties,  as  all  othengood  works 
commonly  do.     What  remains  therefore  to  be 
done  is,  firft  to  fray  earnefly  to  the  Lord  of  the 
harveft,  that  he  will  fend  forth  Labourers  into  this 
field;  that  he  will  incline  men  of  a  truly  Apo- 
itolical  Spirit,  who,  from  a  fervent  love  to  God 
and  our  blefled  Redeemer,  and  an  hearty  good- 
will to  men,  may  freely  offer  themfelve^to  en- 
gage in  this  miflion,  fuch  as  may  with  fidelity 
and  diligence  preach  the  doctrine  ofChrift,  af- 
ter the  example  of  the  Apoftles,  and  who  by 
their  conventions,  as  well  as  their  do£trine? 
may  recommend  the  Religion  of  our  Saviour 

to 
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to  all  with  whom  they  converfe.  And  in  the 
next  place,  that  God  will  open  the  hearts  of 
all  that  are  able,  and  efpecially  oi  thofe  who 
have  greatly  increas'd  their  wealth  by  trading 
with  thofe  nations,  to  contribute  chearfully 
and  liberally  towards  the  neceffary  charge  of 
the  work. 

Surely  there  cannot  be  ftronger  motives  to 
this  purpofe,than  thofe  which  I  have  already 
laid  before  you.     Shall   the  great  God,  our 

.  heavenly  Father,  exprefs  fo  much  concern  for 
the  children  of  men,  as  he  hath  done,  in  giving 

]  his  only  begotten  Son  to  take  our  nature  upon, 
him?  Shall  the  only  begotten  Son  of  the  Fa- 
ther condefcend  to  fo  low  a  (rate,  and  undergo 
fuch  fevere  fufferings  for  our  fake?  Shall  he 
fend  forth  his  Apoflles,  artd  their  SuccefTors* 
in  the  miniftry  of  the  Gofpel,  to  preach  his 
Gofpel  to  all  nations,  promising  to  be  with  them 

.  at  way,  to  the  end  of  the  world  ?  Hath  he  freely 
made  us  partakers  of  thefe  ineftimable  favours, 
by  communicating  to  us  the  knowledge  of  his 
Gofpel  •  and  put  an  opportunity  into  our  hands 
of  imparting  the  fame  knowledge  to  our  fel- 
low-creatures ?  Have  we  any  real  fenfe  of  the 
value  of  thofe  immortal  fpirits,  with  which 
we  and  they  are  equally  infpired,  and  of  that 
eternal  State  of  happinefs,  lor  which  both  we 
and  they  are  defign'd  ?  Do  we  firmly  believe, 
that  there  is  no  other  way  of  being  accepted 
of  God,  fince  our  departure  from  the  irate  of 
innocence,  fo  as  to  be  capable  of  the  rewards 
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promifed  in  the  Gofpel,  but  by  the  one  great 
Mediator  between  God  and  man,  our  Lord  Je- 
fus  ChrirV,  and  that  how  companionate  foe- 
ver  our  heavenly  Father  may  be  to  thofe  who 
are,  without  their  own  fault,  ignorant  of  the 
Gofpel  of  his  Son  ;  yet  if  we,  who  are  blefs'd 
with  the  knowledge  of  it,  do  not  that  which 
is  proper  for  us  in  communicating  the  fame 
knowledge  to  others,  that  their  ignorance,  and 
the  confequences  of  it,  will  be  laid  as  an  heavy 
charge  upon  us,  at  the  great  day  of  account  ? 
And  can  we  forbear  after  all  this,  dare  we 
refufe,  as  we  have  ability  and  opportunity,  to 
exert  our  felves  vigoroufly  in  fcf  glorious  an 
Undertaking  ? 

May  Almighty  God  excite  in  all  of  us  a  fervent  de- 
fire  to  be  fubfervient  to  his  Providence,  in  carrying  on 
that  great  defign  which  he  him(elf  propojed  in  Jend- 
ing  his  Sort  into  the  World,  and  caufing  his 
Gofpel  to  be  publijh'd ;  thus  fecuring  the  Salva- 
tion of  our  own  Souls,  and  as  much  as  in  us 
lies,  procuring  that  of  many  others,  to  the  increasing 
our  own  Reward,  and  multiplying  the  numbers  of 
thofe,  who  fljall  join  together  in  Heaven,  in  cele- 
brating the  Praifes  of  our  Creator  and  Redeemer 
Kcv. y.j  1.  through  eternal  ages,  afcribing  bleffing,and  honour, 
and  glcry,  and  power,  to  him  who  fitteth  upon  the 
Throne,  and  to  the  Lamb  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

Attorneys  Conduct,  and  to  declare  the  Charge 
laid  againft  them,  in  the  faid  Letters  of  Mr* 
Quntnghame^  to  be  falfe  and  malicious,  and 
the  Charge  in  the  AddrefTes  entirely  ground- 
lefs ;  and  that  the  World  might  be  fufficient- 
ly  fatisfied  of  the  Integrity  of  their  faid  Attor- 
neys, they  caufed  Advertifements  to  be  pub- 
lifhed  to  that  Effect,  in  feveral  of  the  News- 
Papers  here.
